ORDER 
This election appeal is directed against the Judgment of the Kerala 
High Court arising Out of an election held to the Kerala Legislative Assem 
bly on 19th May, IS82 , results of which were declared on 20th May, 1982 . 
The respondent secured 36, 303 votes as against the appellant who secured 
34,349 votes in Vamanapuram constituency. The only point pressed before us

was that there was sufficient believable evidence to show that the Respondent 
was guilty of corruptpractices as enshrined in Section 123( 6) ofthe representa 
tion of the People Act, 1951. Themain allegation was tha : the respondent is 
said to have published and distributed the pamphlet Ex. . 1 and this is said 
to be proved by number ofwitnesses whose evidence have been fully discussrd 
by the High Court . Wehave gone through the judgment of the Hish 
Court and have also been taken through the evidence of P. Ws. 1 to 5 , 12, 
15 , 17, 19 , 26, 28 and 29 to prove that the pamuhlets were distributed 
at the instance of the Respondent.. The High Court his rightly pointed 
out after detailed discussion of the evidence that no casual connection has 
been established between the alleged corrupt practices an I the respondent so 
so as to lead to an irresistible inference that the corrupt practices alleged 
to the respondent were indulged by or with the consent of the respondent. 
Some of the witnesses have given very vague evidence which cannot be 
relied in the circumstances of the case . After corsideration of the 
evidence, the Hight Court was clearly of the pinion that the 
Appellant had failed to prove corrupt practices alleged to have been indulged 
by the respondent. We entirely agree with findings of the Hight Court 
on this point. We see no merit in this appeal which is accordingly dis 
missed without any order as to costs in this Court .
